22 (G) A LOCAL JURISDICTION MAY ONLY USE A GRANT RECEIVED UNDER THIS
23 PROGRAM TO FUND 75% OF THE COST OF THE CONSTRUCTION OF A FAST-FILL CNG
24 STATION.

25 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
26 July 1, 2003. It shall remain effective for aperiod of 5 years and, at the end of June
27 30, 2008, with no further action required by the General Assembly, thisAct shall be
28 abrogated and of no further force and effect.
